Sloughs 
Good Spots 
For Feed 


Sloughs should be plowed up 
and seeded to cultivate grasses 


as soon as they are dry enough 
to be worked satisfactorily, the 
Swift Current Dominion experi- 
mental station said. 


These areas, the report said, could 
produce large amounts of high qual- 
ity feed if they were cultivated and 
seeded before they became too dry 
and hard, 


The important task is to see that} 


all native vegetation is destroyed and 
a good seed bed is prepared. - 

The best implement for the job 
is the moldboard plow although other 
machines including a one-way may 
sometimes be used with satisfaction. 

In some cases it may be possible 
to seed early enough for a late crop 
of oats and then seed the grass in 
the stubble in the fall. 

Late fall seeding of grasses is to 
be preferred to midsummer or early 
fall seeding.

| OTTAWA.—Millions of dollars are 
|baing spent in the prairies on de- 
fence contracts and under the air 
|training plan as Canada’s defence 
programme increases Rt.

In May Defence 
Construction limited (a crown com- 
pany) awarded contracts for over 
$4,000,000 in that province, said Mr. 
Howe.

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Yes, But Not Enough To Answer Demand

More and more during recent 
months, people have looked up from 
their morning cup of coffee to men- 
tion something like this: 

“I see coffee went up another cent 
this week. How do they get off 
boosting their prices all the time?” 

The answer is a matter of econom- 
ics—a story of supply and cemand. 
Presented in its simplest terms, cof- 
fee production is lagging at the same 
time that consumer domand is grow- 
ing. That is why prices have gone 
up. 

Coffee crops have been smaller 
than ever before the past five years. 
Droughts have held back the growing 
of coffee trees in Brazil and other 
countries, while at other periods too 
much rain during harvesting and 
drying seasons has ruined much of 
crops. 

A severe frost in 1943 devastated 
great quantities of coffee — flowers 
and berries, Cold winds have added 
to the problem and have keep trees 
from flowering at their finest. Mak- 
ing matters worse, many trees were 
destroyed because ‘business was un- 
profitable. 

That’s not all! The villainous 
broca, an insect native of Africa, un- 
fortunately found its way into Brazil. 
Eating along inside the coffee berry, 
the broca has ruined huge amounts. 
All of these factors have combined 
to cut world production of the popu- 
lar bean by 5,000,000 bags in 10 
years. 

: Labor costs also have held down 
production, Some instances have even 
forced abandonment of plantations. 
In the last three years, cost of labor

in Brazil, producer of 60 per cent. of 
the world’s coffee, has increased 
sharply on a scale comparable to the 
same existing in Canada. 

Many plantation workers have 
been lured to cities by attractive 
higher wages and better living stand- 
ards, simultaneously creating a se- 
vere shortage of specialized coffee 
help. Those who stay on at planta- 
tions ask for and usually get more 
pay and improved living conditions 
in line with city cousins, 

While production has been drop- 
ping, people have been clamoring for 
more and more of it. The North 
American consumption 10 years ago 
was 14,800,000 bags. Today it’s near- 
ly double that amount. 

However, the larger part of the 
heavier demand is a per capita in- 
crease. Each of us is drinking more 
coffee than we used to. 

Back in the early 1930s, far more 
coffee was produced than was con- 
sumed, Many recall how millions of 
pounds were destroyed. Today, with 
production falling short and people 
wanting more coffee than ever before, 
supply and demand are nearly in 
balance for the first time. For how 
long this will last, no one can say. 

During this crop year, more coffee 
was absorbed than was placed on the 
market, and the difference — about 
4,000,000 bags had to be taken from 
existing rotating stocks in ware hous- 
es. Now, reserves are nearly depleted. 

Coffee men had hoped for a good 
crop last autumn but once again, 
Nature’s drought interferred to keep 
a good-sized harvest from material- 
izing. 

Markets usually anticipate events 
at least six months ahead and al-

though no actual shortage exists at 
the moment, a statistical decrease 
may show later. This is why the 
market has advanced and may con- 
tinue to do so slightly. 


Even with disappearance of re- 
serves there is good reason to be- 
lieve that world coffee production 
will increase to about 30 per cent, 
by 1960, 

Thousands of trees were planted in 
Brazil during 1946 and will soon be- 
gin to yield for they usually produce 
about the seventh year. These plant- 
ings, along with boosted production 
in the “mild” coffee areas such as 
Colombia, Central America, Mexico 
and Africa should help to keep sup- 
ply and demand in close balance for 
about 10 years, assuming, of course, 
that the broca bug is kept under con+ 
trol, 

Unless the dollar's value drops for 
our entire economy, authorities be- 
lieve coffee prices will remain some- 
where on present levels. To many 
these appear high and they are right. 

Coffee prices have risen sharply 
since pre-war days. Colombian beans 
delivered in New York or Halifax 
were 15 cents a pound that year, To- 
day it’s triple the amount. 

Brazilian beans cost 12 cents a 
pound back in 1941 while now they 
are nearly. 50 cents. However, dur- 
ing the same period where coffee’s 
price has zoomed, the prices of other 
commodities have also tripled or 
quadrupled. 

With all our new-found knowledge 
experts still cannot guarantee the 
situation for this or next year. It 


seems Nature has the final word

| Scientists Seek : 
Why Potatoes © 
Turn Black 


OTTAWA.—Government

turned cooks to see what makes the 
lowly spud turn black when it’s 
cooked, 


The scientists prepared to boil sev- 
eral hundred samples of Canadian- 
grown potatoes under a variety of 
conditions at Central Experimental 
Farm kitchens. They hoped the ex- 
periments would at least give them 
a clue to the mystery of the black 
boiled potatoes. 

The problem of unappetizing, dis- 
colored spuds was referred some time 
ago to N. M. Parks, associate horti- 
culturist and potato specialist at the 
Experimental Farm, Special studies 
have been started by the Canadian 
Horticultural Council, the Fertilizer 


Advisory Board for Ontario, and 
other provincial agencies. 
The discoloration of Canadian po- 


tatoes is a serious matter to growers 
because it affects both domestic and 
export sales, 


During the past few months Parks 
and his staff have been collecting 
potatoes grown in Eastern Canada 
for their cooking experiments. The 
spuds were collected in Montreal, 
Toronto and Ottawa, and include 
samples of all varieties grown in the 
Maritimes, Quebec and Ontario. 

The collecting job was spread 
Over several months, and was ex- 
pected to be completed soon. Alto- 
gether Parks and his aides have 
about 600 samples. 

Parks said the mystery of black 
boiled potatoes has puzzled scientists 
for many years. It is an involved 
and complex matter, he said, and it 
is generally agreed that no single 
factor is responsible for the black- 
ening. 

“We're not too clear about the rea- 
sons,” he said. “However, we hope 
to get at the bottom of the problem 
by scientifically cooking the potatoes 
we have collected, It will be some 
time before the results of our ex- 
periments are available.” 

The mass cooking project was only 
part of the experiments into the rea- 
son potatoes reach the table with a 
dark look. Parks said factors be- 
lived to enter into the picture includ- 
ed temperature, fertilizers, soil, va- 
riety, and chemical factors in the 
lowly spud’s makeup.

Health magazine, the ~ destructive 


category is the one into which all 
candies and other sweet treats must 
fall. 

The Toronto authority on pedodon- 
tics explained it this way: “Sugary 
substances when acted upon by cer- 
tain bacteria in the mouth, cause the 
saliva in the localized areas around 
the teeth to become much more 
acidic in nature. Acid in turn can, 
and does, cause a breakdown of the 
enamel outer wall of the tooth. In 
this greatly weakened condition the 
teeth are easy prey to dental decays 
and hence in many mouths thus 
abused a great many cavities can 
usually be found.” 

Mouth cleanliness, 
major role in preventive dental 
health, says Dr. Bilkey. Many of 
the foods which we eat, of necessity 
contain free sugars as well as 
starches. Thus a thorough tooth 
brushing and mouth rinsing as soon 
as possible after eating anything will 
help to eliminate danger from resi- 
dual food substances, 

In addition to dietary control and 
thorough cleansing, the Health 
League magazine urges early dental 
supervision for children, starting at 
the age of two and a half or three 
years, and “complete revision of our 
appreciation of the importance of 
the primary teeth, attaching at least 
the same importance, and preferably 
more, to these teeth than we do te 
our own.”

Airborne 
Incubators For 
Premature Babies 


VANCOUVER.—Seventeen months 
ago, St. Paul's hospital here institut- 
ed a “flying incubator” service to 
carry on for storks with a faulty 
time sense. 

Until that time, babes born pre- 
maturely in remote regions of the 
province had little chance of survival. 
Incubators, oxygen supplies, skilled 
hospital personnel were all at least 
24 hours away. 

Since then, a total of 40 babies 
have been rushed in the incubator 
by ambulance or airplane from points 
in the interior and Fraser valley to 
the ultra-modern clinic at St. Paul's. 

Teams of special nurses are avail- 
able day and night to go to the aid 
of the mites and bring them back to 
the clinic. * 


The nurses take a portable incu- 
bator, oxygen tanks, hot water bot- 
tles and stimulants so that the babies 
can have the best possible care en 
route, 


So far, nine babies have been flown 
to the clinic and 31 have been rushed 
by ambulance, Another 40 have been 
admitted from the Vancouver area. 

Of the total of 80, 46 have surviv- 
ed. Most of those who died, lost their 
lives through_other factors and com- 
plications which make the odds too 
great. 


But specialists say the mortality 
rate would doubtless be higher with- 
out the special “clinic and portable in- 
cubator service—especially in the 
out-of-town “premmies”, 

And the specialists feel the mortal- 
ity rate will drop still lewer. They 
have started a long-range research 
and check-up program to develop 
new and better techniques.

It is not necessary that special equipment be employed, but it is most important that 
responsible persons in each testing station be satisfied beyond any reasonable doubt 
as to the safe condition of the mechanism and equipment tested, before affixing ihe 
sticker and issuing the certificate of approval to the owner. The maximum fee 
chargeable by a testing station has been set at $1.00. The fee is payable by the owner 
of the motor vehicle and does not include any charges for repairs and adjustments 
required. The following is a synopsis of the mechanism and equipment to be checked. 


BRAKES— 


(a) Check stopping distance 
(b) Examine lines and cylinders for leaks (visual) 
(c) Examine rods and clevis pins for wear 


LIGHTS— 

(a) Check headlamps for proper aimin 
bution of light 

(b) Tail and stoplamps must work and show a red 
light to the rear 

(c)All lighting equipment on car must work 


MIRROR— 


(a) Check mirror for proper mounting and clear 
vision 


WINDSHIELD WIPERS— 


(a) Windshield wipers must work properly and 
clean windshield for clear vision. 


HORN— 


(2) Horn must be audible for at least 200 feet 


STEERING ann WHEELS— 


(a) Check steering assembly for wear and excessive
